Six Plans for 
Reorganization 
Now in Bag 


Washington, Aug. 18 —(/P)—Presi- 


dent Truman now has six of his 
first seven government 
reorgani- 
zation plans in the bag. 


The six will go in-.a effect 
at 


midnight tomorrow. 
here 
prob- 
ably will be no more reorganization 
action at this session of congress. 


The senate late 
yesterday 
ap- 


proved the final two plans 
about 


which there was any controversy. 


One, 
reorganization plan No. 7, 


transfers the public roads admin- 
istration, now in the general serv- 
ces administration, to the com- 
merce department. 


In both cases, the senate voted 


down resolutions of disapproval — 
on No. 2 by a 57 to 32 vote, and 
on No. 7 by 47 to 40. In both cases 
opponents would have 
been 
re- 


quired to get a constitutional ma- 
iority, or 49 votes, to have made 
he disapproval effective. 


The reorganization act provides 


:hat a reorganization plan submit-1 
:ed by the President to congress 
will become effective 60 days after 
submission, unless disapproved by 
either house. 


The senate Tuesday handed Mr. 


Truman one of his severest set- 
aacks" of the session when it dis- 
approved his reorganization plan 
No. 1 to create a new welfare de- 
partment combining the functions 
of health, education and welfare.

The action came after Secretary 


of State Acheson had warned that 
a cut might be interpreted as "in- 
dicative of suspicion and distrust 
or our allies." 


The amendment to cut the Euro- 


pean part of the program was of- 
fered by Rep. Richards 
(D-SC) 
and adopted by a teller vote of 172 
to 137. There can be

Blames Congress

Woods announced in Cleveland

Addition of Germany Would 
Add Both to the Prosperity 
and Security of Council

The move to make Germany an 
early member of the Council of 
Europe — the new brotherhood of 
old world democracies — is gam- 
ing remarkable momentum. 


Winston C h u r c h ill yesterday 
again advocated the addition of the 
defeated country to this 12-natioii 
council which its sponsors hope will 
develop into a parliament compris- 
ing all the European democracies. 
Britain's famous war-time prime 
minister, who led his people in the 
life and 
death 
struggle against 
German aggression, was speaking 
before the consultative assembly 
of the c o u n c i l in the ancient 
French city of Strasbourg whose 
strotfis not so long ago echoed to 
the crash of Hitlerian 
hob-nailed 
boots. 


Simultaneously in W a s h ington 
Secretary of State.- Dean Achcson 
expressed himself as favoring the 
acceptance of the new west Ger- 
man republic in the council 
for 
Europe. He said,the United States 
believes this would be a construc- 
tive step in the integration of a 
peaceful, freedom loving Germany 
into the community of western Eu- 
rope. At the same time the'secre- 
tary warmed the western Germans 
against abusing the freedoms per- 
mitld them by the western occu- 
pation powers. 


Why should the western democ- 
racies be anxious 'to 
include in 


then- new European parliament a 
Germany 
which has 
sinned so 
greatly and so often 
against its 


neighbors? 
At first 
blush 
this 


seems a strange development, and 
yet it is logical. 


There are two prime reasons for 


ihis move. 
The first of course 


is it not only that is calculated to 
:ostcr peace but economic prosper- 
ity. A healthful Germany is essen- 
tial to the general well being of 
western Europe. 


The second, and perhaps 
the 
rnoic important reason, 
is 
that 
Germany lies in the heart of Eu- 
rope. Should unhappily such a con- 
tact arise, then most assuredly the 
western powers would want Ger- 
many m their camp. If she were
